1 . The amendment of 1 1 May 2009 has been noted and made of record. 

2. Claims 13-15, 19-21, 41, 43-45, and 48-52 have been presented for examination. 

3. Claims 1-12, 16-18, 22-40, 42, 46, and 47 have been cancelled as per applicant's request. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments, see page 6, filed 1 1 May 2009, with respect to the rejections 
made under 35 U.S.C. § 101 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 35 U.S.C. § 
101 rejections of 13-15, 19-21, 41, and 42 have been withdrawn.
